Go Ahead Given for 
Sororities, Nat! Frats 


A statement was issued Tuesday by Dr. Guy A. West, 
president of the college, concerning the permission of the 
establishment of local sororities and the affiliation of local 
fraternities with national fraternities, The statement was 


as follows: 

“The way has been cleared to 
permit local fraternities under 
approved conditions to affiliate 
with national fraternities and to 
permit the establishment of local 
sororities on the Sacramento 
State College Campus. 

“This action is the culmination 
of a iong period of consideration 
of the many factors involved. 
A study was made of the cur- 
rent practices of the national 
fraternities and the fraternity 
and sorority experiences on 
many other compuses. Consulted 
at the local level were the fac- 
ulty and representative student 
groups. The final decision was 
agreed upon by tne Executive 
Council and the Student Council! 
of the College. 

“This approval was based upon 
the assumption that the follow- 
ing conditions must be met: 
adequatee scholarship standards: 
conforrnity to ASSSC and College 
policies; adherence to non-dis- 
criminatory practices with respect 
to membership; adequate num- 


bers of such groups to meet 
college social needs; and the 
meeting of other standards re- 
quired of all student organi- 
zations.” 

This statement was made fol- 
lowing the approval of the stt- 


dent council for the proposal, The 
approval was made at the Stu- 
dent Council meeting, Monday, 
in executive session following 
the regular meeting. Dean Don- 
ald Bailey, Dean of Students, 
presented the proposal to the 
Council. Fred Hodder moved to 
accept the recommendation, and 
Mike Linn seconded it. The 
motion was passed unanimously. 

It was the concensus of the 
Council that in time, a Pan- 
hellenic Council will be estab- 
lished to he the sororities’ 
counterpart of Inter-Fraternity 
Council. Dr. Roberta Christie, 
Associate Dean of Students, em- 
nhasized the point that it will 
he necessary for the sororities 
to meet all regulations of the 
college, as any new organization 
would 

In other council business, re- 
vised constitutions were approved 
for ICC and Wesley Club. The 


new ICC constitution provides 
that fraternities will not be a 
part of ICC. 


Dr. Christie presented two new 
proposed changes for the revision 
of the policies. They imcluded 
inserting the word “non-voting” 
after the word ex-officio, to de- 
fine the part of ex-officio mem- 
bers, and the permission of honor 
and service organizations to al- 
low alumni members to hold 
offices (with the exception of 
president, treasurer and ICC 
representative), 

The Council also approved 
athletic awards for those par- 
ticipating in cress country, golf, 
tennis, and baseball

Explanation of Beat

The Beat Generation is a phrase coined by one Jack 
Kerouac, an author of sorts, and most certainly a ‘radical 
of the first degree. Not too long ago on a controversial 
television program, Mike Wallace Interviews, Mr. Kerouac 
expanded on the type of person that comprises the Genera- 
tion and the type of beliefs practiced by these members of 


one of the most fantastic cults 
to come into the public 
light for some time. 

Members of the Beat Genera- 
tion are hip--so says Mr. Ke- 
rouac. As to the definition of 
“hip,” I leave that up to the 
reader himself. Certainly, Mr. 
Kerouac’s definition of hip is 
much different than the definition 
I woukd use. 

THE GENERATION seems to 
be in a world all by itself. They 
live apart from the norma] rou- 
tine of everyday living. They are 
members of a new religion, a 
religion comprised of jazz, mys- 
ticism, Gope, and wild motor- 
cycle rides, They profess to love 
everything and everyone; the 
violence that sometimes ensues 
is explained as lyricism. 

PART OF the interview be- 
tween Mike Wallace and the 
astounding Mr. Kerouac is pre- 
sented here: 

Q. Then the Beat Generation 
loves death? 

A. Yeah. They're not afraid of 
death. 

Q. Aren't you afraid? 

Naw... What I believe is 
that nothing is happening. 

Q. What do you mean? 

A. Well, you're not sitting here. 
That’s what you think. Actually 
we are great empty space. I could 
walk right through you. ... You 
know what I mean, we're made 
out of atoms, electrons. We're 
actually empty. We're an empty 
vision . . . in one mind. 

Q. In what mind—the mind of 
God? 

A. That's the name we give it. 
We can give it any name. We 
ean call it tangerine... god... 
tangerine . . But I do know we 
are empty phantoms, sitting here 
thinking we are human beings 
and worrying about civilization. 
We're just empty phantoms. And 
yet, all is well. 

Q. All is well? 

A. Yeah. We're all in Heaven, 
now, really. 

Q. You den't SOUND happy. 

A. OH, 1'M tremendously sad. 
I'm in great despair. 

Q. Why? 

A. It’s a great burden to be 
alive. A heavy burden, a great 
big heavy burden. I wish I were 
safe in Heaven, dead. 

Q. But you ARE in Heaven, 
Jack. You just said we ali were. 

A. YEAH. If I only knew it. 
If I could only hold on to what 
I know. 

What is one to say about such 
a person, about such a genera- 
tion, about such a gospel. Is 
there an easy explanation to this 
whole matter? J must confess 
that I cannot find cne. Is it an 
escape from reality or is if an- 
other craze that will pass the 
hip banging rock and roll? It is 
not a smajl group nor is it a 
well organized group. Its ranks 
are filled with people of almost 
al] ages. 

THE GENERATION is held 
together by common ideals (or 
lack of them), common pastimes, 
and a desire to live in their own 
little world and let the rest of 
the unbelievers trudge along. 

They seek visions of Ged, or 
whatever else they may wish to 
call it, through the administra- 
tion of dope. They see visions of 
Paradise and Great Golden Lights. 
The Generation is a revival sup- 
posedly prophosized by Speng- 
ler, a German philosopher of the 
early 20th Century 

ALL OF US, being rational 
human beings in the search for 
knowledge, can’t afford to over- 
-Jook the existence of the Beat 
Generation. Learning about the 
Generation is surely able to pro- 
vide something to everybody.

Dr. Wilson Record’s wife, Jane Castle Record, and son, 
Jeffery, ave currently on a world-wide tour by motor 
scooter ard freighters. Their plan is to circle the globe, 
traveling east through Europe, Africa, India, to the Far 


East, and back to the West 
coast. 

Mrs. Record and her son left 
Sacramento two weeks ago and 
flew to New York, where they 
spent several days touring the 
city. Jeff spent his time visiting 
the United Nations, and Mrs 
Record had conferences with 
publishers concerning a book 
now being printed, and the pos- 
sibility of a travel book based 
on this tmp. 

WHILE IN New York, the 
Lambreta Company, upon hear- 
ing their plans to circle the globe, 
gave them a motor scooter which 
carries two passengers and lug- 
gage. Jeff spent some time at the 
Lambretta distributor jearning 
how to care for and repair the 
vehicle. 

The pair left for Europe on a 
Norwegian freighter, the ‘‘Hav- 
falk,” which has accommodations 
for a few passengers, They should 
land in Antwerp, Belgium, this 
week. 

THEY WiLt THEN tour 
Franee, Denmark and the Scan- 
danavian countries and cross the 
channel to England, return to 
France and go on to Switzerland, 
Austria, and into Italy. From 
Italy they will debark from 
Naples on an Italian freighter 
for Port Said, Egypt, from there 
to travel to Karachi and debark 
at Calcutta for India, They will 
take the Trans-Indian Higway 
for Bambay, where they will 
gain board the ship for the Far 
East.

Juju. 

MRS. RECORD and Jeff will 
enter the United States in mid- 
September, and spend the last 
leg of the trip visiting the North- 
west. 

They each have taken one 
suit-case, of which the combined 
weight will be 50 pounds. They 
each have a light-weight rain 
suit, to protect them from in- 
clement weather. For accomoda- 
tions, they are staying in Youth 
Hosteles instead of hotels. Dr. 
Record said, “These hostels are 
for people traveling by motor 
scooter, bicycle, or by foot.” 

JEFF IS A Freshman at El 
Camino High School, where he 
had to do some intensive study- 
ing to finish the semester early. 

Mrs. Record received her Ph.D. 
from the University of California 
in Berkely, in the field of Eco- 
nomics. Her field is Labor Re- 
lations, and she is currently writ- 
ing a book on trade unions, She 
has written for numerous pro- 
fessional journals, Mrs. Record 
has taught at SSC, and at UC 
in Davis. Neither Mrs. Record 
nor Jeff speak a forcign language, 


but Mrs. Record has _ studied 
French, German, Latin, and 
Spanish.
